A NATION’S GRIEF 


News of the Death of President William 
McKinley. Spreads Sorrow in.

As the Townsman went to press last 
Friday afternoon the whole world was 
anxiously scanning the bulletins as they 
went over the wires from Buffale to the 
utmost ends of the earth, awaiting news 
from the bedside of the nation’s great 
chief, the strong, manly, Christian Presi- 
dent, William McKinley, who was sick 
unto death. 

The blow had been a sudden one, 
changing in a night from news which 


IN MEMORIAM, == 


In common with the entire world 
Andover put on her mourning garb yes- 
terday, uniting with the grief stricken 
nation in doing reverence: to the beloved 
President who was about to bé placed in 
his last earthly ‘resting-place. Closéd 
doors of the: business ,cohéerns, silent 
mill. wheels, half-masted ‘flagé, all these 
were the outward manifestations of the 
deep sorrow of all. 

Upon' the word! of ‘Presiden McKin- 
ley’s death being received in Andover, 
the pastors of the various churches held 
a meeting and arranged to conduct, in 
conjunction with the selectmen, a public 
memorial service at the Town hall, on 
Thursday afternoon. at 2 o’clock.. To 
this service the public received a general 
invitation tobe present, while the Gen. 
William F. Bartlett Post, 00; G. A. R., 
received a special invitation, ' 

The hall was «taped in’ ‘black an 
white on the ‘outside and ‘inside for the 
occasion. On the #nside, the black and 
white was supplemented by icture whieh 


recovery, to black tidings which told of 
the change for the worse. People of all 
descriptions, high and low alike, went 
about with sober, earnest faces and 
clenched teeth. If they spoke of the 
President, it was with lowered voices 
and expressions of grief. Men’s hearts 
were too full for words. 

Never had there been such a spon- 
taneous outbreak of sympathy and feel 
ing over the entire country, and even 
over the entire world, as greeted the 
news of the attempt on the life of Presi- 
dent McKinley. Never before had there 
been a President so loved, respected and 
admired everywhere, both for his public 
and private life, his statesmanship and 
his lovable nature, as was William 
McKinley. 

Throughout the evening the news 
hourly grew more and more unfavorable 
and at a quarter past two Saturday 
morning the President breathed his last. 
His dying words will probably never be 
forgotten ; they were worthy of the man. 
He said: ‘‘Good-bye, all. It’s God’s way ; 
His Will be done.” 

The nation at once put on her mourn- 
ing; bells began to toll and flags every- 
where were lowered to half-mast. In 
Andover, as everywhere, the grief of 
everybody was deep singere. Dells 
of the fire alarm w tolled, as were 
also the church bells, 

Nearly all the stores in town made 
some manifestation of sorrow and re- 
spect. by draping their windows and dis- 
playing a pictitre of: the late President. 
Among these were Smith & Manning, 
F. E. Gleason, Arthur Bliss, Charles 
Murphy, the Metropolitan, E. M.& W, A. 
Allen, F. P. Higgins, Walter Rhodes, 
O. P. Chase, H. F, Chase, Henry McLaw- 
lin, T. Muise, W. H. Welch, Benj. Brown, 
Miss Riley, Valpey Bros., J. P. Wake- 
field, Cheever, E, C. Pike, E. R. East- 
man, and Parker and Co. 

The Town hall was draped in black 
and white on the outside, as were Mem- 
orial hall and the engine house. On the 
bank building, St. Matthews lodge dis- 
played a large crayon picture of the late 
President, draped in black. : 

On Thursday, the day of the Presj- 
dent’s burial in Canton, business was 
suspended generally throughout the 
country, in Andover as well as in almost 
every city and town in the United 
States. The stores in town were closed 
all day with few exceptions and all but 
one or two of those which kept open in 
the morning were closed during the 
Memorial services at the Town hall in 
the afternoon, Every mill and shop in 
Andover was also closed for the day. 
Nedrly every business man showed a 
willingness to close his business that was 
commendable, altho’ many of them were 
put te considerable inconvenience to 
do so.

Previous to the service the bells of 
the fire alarm and all the churchés in 
town were tolled for an hour.

Just before the time 
for the service to comn#¥tice, the local 
G, A. R. post entered and took seats re- 
served for them in the front of the hall, 
Each wore a band of or around his 
arm and the banner was leo tied with a 
mourning band. if 

At. the hour . appointed, Sélectman 
William G, Goldsmith, chairman for the 
occasion, arose and said: ‘We are met 
in obedience to the proclamation of the 
chief executives of the state’and. nation 
to lament the “léss of our beldved Presi- 
dent and to seek aid and guidance in the 
time of our trial. With this in mind we 
will at once turn our attention to those 
who have been appointed to take part in 
this service.

his charity broalened. The life of the 
average American, who from small begin- 
nings, wins his way to fame and fortune is 
too apt to leave scars too indelible to be 
eradicated by later years of life. With 
McKinley the victory was won with honor, 
not at the price of honor. Time will not 
permit us to view the gradual steps by 
which he advanced. He first came into 
general public notice as a member of con- 
gress, in which too he soon assumed a_po- 
sition of leadership. His great influence 
in that body arose from his thorough in- 
formation upon any subject of legislature 
in which he bore a part, and complete 
mastery of every detail. When he arose 
to speak all knew that some valuable con- 
tribution was to be made to the general 
knowledge upon the subject under discus- 
sion. Added to this he possersed the gift 
of a pursuasive eloquence, combined with 
a charm of manner and elegance of dic- 
tion which captivated those who listened. 
The consummation of his congressional 
career was the position universally con- 
ceded him as champion of the doctrine of 
protection and authorship of what 


‘McKinley Bull.’ 

“It was this position and the McKinley 
Bill which made him President of the 
United States. However men may differ 
upon the question of protection and the 
merits of the measure that bore his name, 
all will agree that he was a master of the 
subject. Earnest and sincere in his be- 
liet, zealous and fearless in its advocacy, 
he became the ideal of the common people. 
His name became a household word in the 
homes of those who earned their bread by 
the sweat of the brow. So it is now, and 
the grief for his death is most general, 
though perhaps less conspicious by~ the 


President Day, of the Theological Sem- 
inary, was next introduced. He said in 
part: “I do not feel that I can add any- 
thing to the comprehensive address just 
mae by Congressman Knox. Indeed it 
does not seem that I, who am sucha 
stranger, should have been chosen on this 
occasion to speak in place of many others 
with whom you are better acquainted.

“What is the epitaph which President 
McKinley would like to have on his tomb- 
stone? I think it would be something like 
this: ‘By my ceath I lifted the patriotism 
of the country to a higher and a holier 
plane.’ Patriotism is what the country 
feels at thistime. The flags all about us 
at half mast are one great expression of 
grief. President McKinley engendered 
this spontaneous outbreak of patriotism by 
showing how its roots are centered in life 
itself, in his personal character, in his 
knowledge and _ confidence in man- 
kind, and his fidelity to his friends. The 
scene on the battlefield where as a com- 
missary sergeant he drove the wagon con- 
ede food and coffee to the men on the 
firing line without orders, was an example 
of this fidelity to his friends and duty. 

‘‘He had a simple trust in his ‘fellow 
men’s sincerity of motives. IIe believed 
in the flag and what the flag carried with 
it. We love him for his private character, 
his Christianity, his goodness, his faith and 
his exemplary home life. Reveille has 
sounded and he has taken his place on the 
great roll call of heaven. This meeting is

Soldier — Statesman — Dearly Beloved. 


The world has been moving slowly the past week. Men 
have paused and hesitated in their goings and comings, and 
the nation’s pulse has beaten less quickly than usual under 
the influence of the passing on of a great man. Such a 
universality of expression of grief has probably never before 
been shown over the death of any individual as that which 
is today as widespread as pole and pole, as boundless as 
ocean to ocean. : : 

Less than a year ago Wm. McKinley was the party candi- 
date for the highest office in the gift of the American people. 
The nation was divided over his fitness for the oflice, and 
an opponent was found for almost every supporter. He had 
passed through four years of the most trying times in Amer- 
ican history, save the days of ’61-’65, and stood before his 
fellowmen to render an account of his great part in the great 
work that had been done. Men had villified and ridiculed 
him ; newspapers had slandered and cartooned him ; other 
great nations, through their leaders and their press, took 
sides for or against him. The story of the judgment which 
was rendered at the close of that great struggle has been 
told long since, and stamped him upon whom the crown of 
victory was placed as a great figure in American history. 
A great figure but not to be shown how great until in the 
very fulness of that greatness he should pass to the « well 
done” of his Maker. 

The manner of his death, the progress of his illness, the 
assassin’s motive, and the pestilence in the land which made 
it all possible, are themes for future consideration ; the 
thoughts of today are better directed toward the life that is 
gone and the great lessons that life teaches. Lincoln, Gar- 
field, McKinley! What a trio of names to thrill the youth 
of a nation, to ennoble every life touched by them ; to keep 
forever fresh in the great heart of the land, patriotism, 
civic virtue, pure living and all else that is noblest and best. 

What a nation it is that has its foundation in a Washing- 
ton, its liberty ina Lincoln, its development in a McKinley ! 
And neither filled his place more fully that did he whose 
death is today mourned. 

He was moulded to do well his part in the building of a 
country, and time will prove his work. Today he is called 
the “dearly beloved” because he had earned the title 
through years of labor which was prompted by love. Wm. 
Mckinley ruled men by commanding first their respect, then 
their regard, and then their love. The leaven of such a life 
could not fail to spread out and absorb, and it is not surpris- 
ing that it should soon bring to him hundreds and thousands 
of friends such as few men gather around them. And he 
never forgot his friends. Loyalty was a consuming force in 
him, and though false friendships oft-times abused it, he 
never faltered in his faith in men. He knew men and knew 
how to pick the right man for the right place. He knew 
just what meu he needed to advise him ; he knew what kind 
of aid was necessary to round out the required judgment up- 
on any particular important matter. He hked to think men 
were honest and liked to trust men; is it any wonder that 
men grew to love him ? 

His career in American history will shine forth on her 
pages like unto the path of the moon across the broad sea 
expanse, .Spotless,as the clearest’sun ray, as pure as the 
noonday glare, nothing will ever dim it or cast a shadow 
upon it. 

Let not the mourning be all in sadness, let it rather be 
bathed in tears of ‘joy and gratitude for a life so noble, so 
pure, so useful as the life of Wim. McKinley. 


“He is gone who seemed so great. 
Gone; but nothing can bereave him 
Of the force he made his own 
Being here, and we believe him 
Something far advanced in state, 
And that he wears a truer crown 
Than any wreath that man can weave him. 
Speak no moreof his renown,

The biack and white trappings of | 
mourning are aispiayeu in great aoun- 
aance.and profusion in nis city out, 
of réspect to tne martyrea Presicent | 
McKiniey, and many of tne store win- 
dows are truly works of art. F.ags are} 
flying av ha.f mast taroughout the city, H 
of public and private wuidings, anu 
everywhere pictures:of tne late presi- | 
dent are displayed. | 

The interior or many of the schouls |: 
are tinely decorated with the mourn- | 
ing draperies and displayed in con- 
spicuous piaces are pictures of the 
dead President. 

The mourning cisplay at the Reid & 
Hughes establishment is probably the 
finest in the city. Streamers of black 
and white, agd bunting of the same 
colors, gathered in graceful folds, are 
displayed on the outside of the buiiu- 
ing, while throughout the various de- 
partmentS'in- the interior, are’ hung 


dante. Tigé* entice spectacie is a most 
ombere one and profoundly,.awe inspii-. 
ing. Tne windows of this store are easi- 
ly the finest on the street. Tne two 
largest ones are beautifuly and ap- 
propriately arranged. 

In the léft window which is hung 
with black, is @isplayed a picture of 
the martyred Presivcent, resting on an 
easel over which is diaped the stars 
and stripes. Perched upon the top of 
the picture is a white dove, holding In 
its bill, a spray'of ivy leaves. Columbia 
stands to the right of the picture. In 
her uplifted right hand she hol.s a 
rope of evergreen, upon which are 
fastened 57 purple asters, representing 
the age of the deceased President, and 
over her left kand is hung a wreath 
of ivy. 

The right window is strikingly bright 
and giad with a profuse display of 
white. The sombre black is entireiy 
eliminated from this window, to carry 
out the i’ea of joy and peace, instead 
of sorrow. To the left of the window 
is a picture of the late President, in 
a white frame a‘*orned with Easter 
lilies. A few lilles are strewn about 
between the picture and the Angel. of 
Peace who stands to the right with 
her right hance resting upon a cross 
of white, decked with lilies. In her up- 
lifted left hand the angel holds a spray 
of Faster lilies. 

A very sombre effect is produced by 
the Cead biack trappings at the Arling- 
ton Co-operative association’s store in 
the Blakeley building. The window 
casings are “raped with black and in 
the left window !s displayed a picture 
of the deceased, Over the picture is a 
card inscribed with the ‘ast words of 
the late President, an1 over this is dra- 
ped the American flag. 

In each of the two windows of the 
Cross Dry Goods Co.'s store is a piciure 
of tre late Willam McK'nley. The ieft 
win ow {ts draped in black, and the 
stars and stripes lay in folds by the 
picture.

His Honor, Mayor Leonard, was one 
of the first to decorate his store. Drap- 
ings of b.ack and white are hung on 
the outside, and inside the door, rest- 
ing on an easel, is a picture of the 
deceased Presivent and the inscription 
“We mourn, A nat.on mourns.” 

A very sirking effect is, produced oy 
the arrangement of the mourning deco- 
ration at the store of Brickley, McCor- 
mick & Sullivan. Long shafts of alver- 
nating b.ack and white recede from al! 
points of the window casing and con- 
verge to the picture of the late Presi- 
Gent. 

Fied P. Berry has a similar arrang?2- 
ment in his wincow and around the er- 
tire window casing alternate ‘black and 
white incandescent lights. An effect not 
unlike the two previous ones is obtain- 
ed in the wincows of the Lawrence One 
Price Clothing Co’s _ store. From 
the picture, flowing down to the win- 
dow is a large American flag and sus- 
pended from the are light in the centre 
of the window is a white dove carrying 
in its mouth a black card on which is 
inscribed in gold letters the President's 
last words, 

The postoffice is heavily draped in 
mourning and over the stamp window 
{s a picture of the late President. At 
the entrance to the postoffice, in the 
show case of F. W. Schaake are the 
pictures of Lincoln, Garfield, and Mc- 
Kinley, set in black and over the group 
on a card engraved with crossel flags, 
are the words: ‘‘We Mourn Our Mar- 
tyred Dead.” A group of the same 
three former presicents of the United 
States, hangs over the entrance to the 
court hous and the building is appro- 
priately draped with black and white. 
The fine decoration is the work of 
Brown Bros., the well known painters. 

The news stand of Lamson on Ames- 
bury street is draped with black and 
white and a picture of McKinley is dis- 
played in the window. 


The arrangement in the window of 
the dry goods store of Frank Mc- 
Queeney is very attractive. The sides 


and back are of black, with a fluffing 
of white to relieve the deadness, and 
on these panels are infants’ white 
dresses. A picture of McKinley rests 
on a Craped easel and beside it is a 
doll, robe} in white, with outstretched 
arms and holding a wreath.

The Lowell “Mail” of Friday morn- 
ing has the following interest.ng ar.i- 
cle on the probable new basketkall 
league: 

The report coming from Worcester 
that the Lowell teams will perhaps: be 
shut out of the basketball league this 
winter has created an interest here in 
the future of the game which promises 
to give basketball a grand impetus. 

As to the intentions cf the lcacers 1a 
and around Worcester who had smali 
crowds at their games in comparison 
with the numbers that gathered in this 
‘city at every game, yet who bossed 
things in their own’ way, there seems 
to be but slight fear that Lowell will 
find the dcor shut in its face. 


The Worcester Spy in an apparently 
inspired article says that Lowell can- 
not be excluded from “Massachusetts 
Basketball League,’’ because its two 
clubs hold a franchise in that organiz- 
ation, but suggests trat it woud be 
an easy matter to disband ‘Massa- 
chusetts League’, and upcn its dying 
gasps create ‘‘Central Massachusetts 
League.”’

Season was resented, and would be 
again this year.

The management of the local teams 
will be practically the same as jest 
year, the names the same, and, with 
one exception in the P. A. C., the line- 
up of both will be unaltered. There is, 
however, a slight unce:tainty about the 
personnel of the Burkes once they get 
on their feet in true shape. 

This organizatiin commenced prac- 
tising over a week ago, and it is un- 
derstocd that two of their regular men 
of a year ago are only stanving trial, 
and the que:ticn wether they will re- 
main with the team is unsettel.
